OFFICERS FRIENDLY 

Philly pxDlice experiment with being scxpiable.

T he ideaofpolicetreatingneighborhaod residents tike. wc)l, 
neighbors maybe shouldn’t be considered ’Vadtcal." Butin a 
city rife with police scandals, and in a section of town where 
former (hike Capt. Daniel Castro, who just faced federal charges 
of extortion, once worked, it’s perhaps the most radical thing to 
come along in a while. 

Eight cops have been d^loyed to a few of the most bb^ted. 
crime-riddenNorthPhilfyneighborhoods in the nearby 26th 
Police District (under the command of Capt Michael Cram). Their 
primary dutyis to attend commimity meetings, dean up parks, 
bond with kids and basically do other "warm and fuzzy &tufi',"a5 
Jerry RatcHffe.chairofTemple’s criminal justice department, puts 
it RatcKffe’s studies partlyinspiredthe initiative, which Mayor 
Michael Nutter now wants expanded. 

Its a policing tactic that enjoyed some popularity in the ’60s and 
’70 b. says Ratcliffe, but gradually fell outof&vor. The idea is to get 
cops doing things they weren't doing before. Since about u year 
ago. when the project in North Philly began, the police have asked 
residents about what services they need, and worked in coi\junc- 
tion with other city agencies to get them. They've taken port in the 
reclaiming of an abandoned pool helped getBigBelly trash compac- 
tors installed, and played active roles in organizing a fair. demolish- 


ing several vacant buildings and tidying up dozens of lots. 

It's a program so fill! of buzzwords and rosy promises thatCify 
fttper had to at least try and get a ^impse of the thing in action. So we 
went on a ride-along with officially friendly cops Edwin Correa and 
Jonathan Ramos. Duringtheir shift, the ofheets visited the Norris 
Square Civic Assodation, the West Kensington Ministry and a kickoff 
parly ftrr Men in Motion in the Community, an at-riskyouth program. 

There were no arrests, no wamings.When they spotted an older 
hometess man drinking beer in public. Correa kindly asked him to 
stop and then moved on. Them was. though, plenty of chatter about 
an upcoming fair, cleaning up FairhiD Square I^rk and a karaoke 
ni^t for young kids.

Whether the program is gi 
to change relations between 
the neighborhood anH its police 


force, of course, remains to be 
seen. But Correa and Ramos, 
for their part at least, seemed 
to be genuinely popular, evoking much la-aise and a surprise that 
hinted at how rare such policing is: ‘I haven't had a relationship 
with any other oflicers.'' attested die Rev. Adan Mairena of the 
West Kensington Ministry, when they stopped by his Christian 
band's jam session. He added, “Our kids out here are third-genere- 
tbn drug dealers. They have an inherited memory about police. 
They need to see that they aren't just here toarrestyou.' 

But the program is “about changing the mindset of young police 
officers as to what their job is“ — not just resident perceptions, 
says Temple's Ratcliffe. 'It’s not going to happen overnight."

A few weeks ago, we ran a brief story in this space about Len 
Albright and Jason Strohl, two men with the single dream of start- 
ing I^rilly’a first striped bass hshirrg derby [‘Cabh as Catch Carr,” 
April 28, 2011|. In the story, this author casually described shad 
as ‘once pvotal to the region, now all but gone from the Delaware’s 
raunchy waters" — a phrase which ia, it turns out. totally wrong. 

‘Allbut gorre?ldont knowwhereyougotthatlmpres- 
sion," said a passionate Mike Cahill over thephone. “The nm 
varies from year to year, but Fve caught dozens of shad atthe 
[Sdruylkill River's] Fhirmount Dam! I caught another dozen at the 
next dam up." 

Indeed, some basic homework turned up die fact that the great 
shad fish — which oncefueled the economy ofnrilly’s river words 
and is likely responsible for FIshtown's unusual name 
— has not disappeared from the Delaware or the Schuylkill. 
Indeed, the fish Is back on therrrarch.OflOdams that once 
blocked the migration ofshud on the Schuylkill, four now have 
fishways and three have been or will be removed, according to the 
Pennsylvania Fish & Boat Commission’s website. In 1999. the 
Commission began stodting milliorrs of juvenile shad in the river, 
and in 2003 — hallelujah! — “for the first time in recent years, a 
large munberof adult shad returned to the SchuyDtilL' 

They have retinned aswelltothe Delaware, whicdi is imchstructed, 
“It may not be what it was, It may not be what people wotJd 
like it to be," said Cahill, “but there’s a self-sustaining shad run,"

MARCY RAUER WAGMAN IS HELPING A NEW GENERATION 
LEARN THE ROPES. BY A.D. AMOROSI 




THE NAME MARCY RAUER WAGMAN 

might not mean much to some local guitar- 
slinging hipster, but that’s just because he 
hasn't done his homework. She's an attorney, 
a teacher and. forgoingon four decades, an 
overal! music-scene mover and shaker. You 
knowherjingleayou just dunY know you 
know them. 

“Marcy’s afiickingiconin this town," says 
Andy Hiirwitz. afellow entBrtainment-busi- 
ness lawyer who cuirmtiy shares a firm 
with Hauer Wagman.^Sse deserves a walk 
of fame jawn down the Avenue of the Arts. 
She’s had her hands in more parts ofthis 
dty’sculture than anybody will ever know," 

On the first sunny day in May. the only 
thing this fucking icon has in her hand is 
a tisBue. Tm as sick as a dog," says Rauer 
Wagman, simultaneously stifling a laugh 
and a cough. She pushes on through because 
shohos stulT to do: finish the semester at 
Drexel where she's an associate professor, 
check the stats on the sdiooTs MAD Dragon 
music label andpublishinghouseshe 
founded, consul t on her new Record Label 
in u Box project (started with Hiuwitz) that 
guides independent artists through the con- 
fiimng minudae of the digital music biz. Tve 
always been ajuggler," she says. "No biggie.” 

From the looks of the West Oak Line 
native’s background — psydiedelic-era teen 
sensation. Billboard diart-tn^ing songwrit^ 
er, producer, legal eagle — Rauer Wagman 
hkes to get invested in everything she's 
tnuched.

clear haw she was raised. She doesn't curse (she ^selis out words Hke^s-t^l; and fora woman in 
the rodi biz. she doesn't kiss-and-tell rude tales. 

Though she was achildhood jazz-bo, the young Marcywasfirst and foremost a Beaties beak. 
‘Wheniwas 11. Iconvinced my best friend to form a band because I wanted to writs with Paul 
McCartney." says RauerWagman."! started wrrtxnglike mad until we bad a dozsr or so origi- 
nal s."The draw was that they were grarte-achool-age girls playing original songs in go-go boots. 
She laughsattheroemoryQfjJayinghersOTgainfrontofCameQ-Parkway eiteca.“Aa wegotin 
the taxi to go home, my mother said.Tiret, finish the sixth grade.Then weH talk.” 

After the boots, her parents boughtheraieel-to-reel, and her production chops grew when 
a friend of a friend with a recording studio in the basement ofa shoe store let herbdind the 
boards:"! fell in luBtwHhullthegear.I was hooked." 

DURING HIGH SCHOOL RauerWagman stalked studios in the bi-stale area, doing everything 
from sweeping floors tocleaning out wooden cocaine bowls.'Tjustwanted to learn theproceat 
and voca bulary.” she says. "Wonren weren’ttakenseriousiyasrockmuaciana. let aksre engi- 
neers or produccrs.'Tbere were no women in executive positions in the music induatry in the 
'60s — no female A&R per^e, no female entertainment attorneys or concert promoters. Women 
in the musk industry then were secretaries, pubHdsta, chick singers and groupies. There were a 
few songwriters who got respect, but not many female muadarrs did," she notes. 

She foimd respect and camaraderie when she got to Thmple University, met compositioDal wrm- 
derkind Edgar Koshatka and formed the jazzy psychedelic errsemble [£gh Treason in 1969. The 
local rock scene thor was vibrant, due to the support of Larry Magirfs Electric Fhctory. WkIMR 
DJsandbig-rrame locals hkeAmerican Dream, Mandrake Memorial and WaodysTruckStop. 

StSl, not every act got agned tn a label, recorded itseponymous album at a major studio 
(NYC’s The Record Plant) and tnured nationally, bke HighTreason did. “1 was very hjcky," says 
Rauer Wagman, whose band was housed in a Jenkintown colonial noted for its ‘Humphrey’s 
Exterminators" sign with a picture of a termite on its roof 

Tiigh Treason came with detadiable flag rolling paperon its cover," says dnimmer-tumed- 
documentary-fllmmaker George Manney. "That was ahead ofits time." Like Manney’s then- 
bund Stone Duwn.HighTVeason stuck out from the crawd."Both acts got the JefTenton Airplane 
tag because ofthe male and female lead vocalists." 


Rauer Wagm on’s band opaiedforVan 
Morrison, Chicago and Santana, hung out 
with Bowie. Rod and Ellon. Still, Rauer 
Wagman wasn’t fulfilled. Sie didn’t love per- 
forming. She preferred to be cm par with the 
promoters and producers HehinH the musk. 

AFTER HIGH TREASON split in 1973, Rauer 
Wagman studio-hoppeci first fervcxml 
work and then fer arranging onj ingles and 
lecords-Always on time, never high and 1(X) 
percent prafessknal, she would stick aroimd 
after sessions and wound up producing vocal 
sessions and mix downs. One night in a 
Manhattan studio, she was approached with 
a ciuestion: Can you ghostwrite a 60-second 
jingIein24houis?‘Isaidyes even though 1 
hud never written one." she giggles. “I had no 
idea whether it was good or not , or what he 
or his clknt wanted. Much to my surprise, 
aboutBweekIater.be called, told me the 
client loved it. and that I would be getting a 
check in the mail.Two weeks later, a $500 
check appeared. It was a li^t bulb moment." 

She took adetouT when ^e gcrt married 
and moved to Miairn.Thera she wrcrte fea- 
tures and record revrewsforThe Coconut 
Grove Giaette, teok work at the legendary 
Criteria Recording Studus, and created on- 
air ads for South Beach’s tegr-rated WLVE 
Love 94 FM. But before the 70s ended she 
was divorced and back in Phil^. 

“My life radically changed at that point, 
for the better," says Rauer Wagman. The 
main thrust was to gain the trust of local ad 
agencies. 'They were used to going to NYC for 
their jingles, and I had to prove to them that 
t could do a better job. for less." 

First, in 197S she started her own produc- 
tion andjingle -writing company. Apropos 
Musk , working out of Quest Village Studios 
for various ad agencies and televiskn com- 
merdal companies sudt as Shulman Berry 
I&amer.Then the next year ^e became 
the muskal teastofPhilly society when the 
old Bellevue Stratford Hotel (now the Park 
Hyatt Be Devue) became the Fhirmont Hotel 
and firm^ ensconced Rauer Wfegman in its 
tony cocktail kturrge. where she played and 
sang standards for blue bloods. 

By 1980, ready to boost her jingle busi- 
ness. she joined with Larry FVeedman and 
Boh Dewald to become one ofthe hottest

With cBicea in Manhattan 
andPhilh'.they wrote and produced music for Campbell’s SoupjMcDonalcfs, Herr’s, Good 
Morning America ,Acti(Hi News and other clients for more than 15 years. ‘CTman, she wrote the 
most famous tune in Hifllyhistmy — the KYW Newsradk) 1060 jingle," laughs Hurwitz. 

She and Dewald also landed a deal with a coimtry music publisher. She'd never written a coun- 
try song, so she approached it the same way she learned jingle writing pulling the songs apar^ to 
see what the writers were doing to make it work. “I examined dio id pn^esaons, lyrics, melodic 
invenbons and story angles to try to determine what die farmula was." 

The algebra afhit songwriting came in handy when Philly guitarist TbmroyConwell and his 
manager, Steve Mountain, called, Poised to land a deal with Columbia. Conwell needed a single, 
Asshe hod widiC&W.RauerWugman did her research. "I went to lOofhis gigs and took copi- 
ous notes about hisrange, stage presence, attitude, level of musicianship and the theme of his 
songs," she says.'He was a natural atar.'That’s probably why Tm Not YourMan" hit No, Ion 
the Billboard Pop charts in 1988 — it sounded natural.

The ever-shiftirtgmusic-biz landscape is what led her and Andy Hurwitz to treate Record 
Lubeline Box<RLIB>.“Traditiotral record labels are extinct, and most peeps are ill-equipped to 
take on the functions a label provides, so we dioui^t we’d offer all of these services a la carte,” says 
Hurwitz. “Pick what you need, and well help chart your best plan by providing marketing plans, 
sod al network management, creative revenue streams and eq>lo king new technobgies.Youcan 
be the backend ofyourownbuatness'lhe whole thingseems to have struck a drord — not only 
with working musicians but with high school kids, middle-aged dads and churdr droira that am- 
ply want he Ip forging their own musical destiny.

Netherfilends rediscover America with 
50 Songs/50 States. By John Vettese 

J ust over a year ago, Shawn Rosenblatt stood in front of 
a crowd in the basement of Pi LaminWest Philly. and 
announced his plans for a great nomadic adventure.

City Paper. What inspired 50 Songa/60 States? 

Shawn Rosenblstt: I realized 1 wanted to do more when I was 
otr tour than just tour.

HOBO WITH A SHOTGUN 

[C* 1 AFAIRLYJOYLESSEXERCISEinfonboy wank, Jason Eisener'sNobou'ftA 
a Shotgun began as a faux trailer attached to Canadian prints of GrinJAouse; at 
feature length, it's got just enough ideas for a three-minute short. The combination 
ofits pungent (and admittedly irresistible) title and the castingof Rutger Hauer as 
the titular gun-toting vagrant should have been a home run, or at least aground 
ruledouble, but the movie’s copy of a copy is faded and bhirred, like an illicit child- 
hood talisman left under the mattress too long. The ostensible setting for Noho's 
homage is a ifystopian city, the bleached skeleton of a me tropolis ruled, to the extent 
rule prevails, by a giggling gangster called The Drake (Brian Downey). The Hobo 
(Hauer) trudges into town with his shopping cart, 
and his eyes fall mi a lawn mower in a pawnshop 
window, a clumsy and insincere symbol of his desire 
for domesticity. Raising the purchase price entails 
chewing glass mi camera for a sadistic videographer. 
but no sooner has he gotten the cash than a display 
of injustice tweaks his chivalric instincts. What’s 
disheartening about Hobo isn’t its lack of novelty butits laziness. Even stock situa- 
tions can be reinvigorated by a jolt of feeling, but the movie mocks sentiment, or at 
least any sentiment not involving the wotd ‘dude.'There’s ample gore, but it’s not 
until the climactic showdownthatifs deployed with a shredofinspiratimi. At the 
very least, an exploitation knockoff should offer a memorable villain, but Downey's 
slick-haired subJoker is a sloppy, unfocused mess. Hauer, for his part, shuffles 
through the part with appropriate weariness and perhaps a tad moregravitaa than 
it demands or needs, but it's painful to put the performance up against the more 
inspired moments of his glory days. It's as if he’s sleepwalking, and no one can mus- 
ter the nerve to wake him up. — Sam Adams

Lots of 
blood and dirt in those two. But when the Annenberg Center 
takes on The Cripple of Inishmaan. the shockingly winsome tale 
of an eccentric rural space changed by a Holly wend film o-ewin 
the 1930s. it solidifies the McDonagh connection even more by 
collaborating with Ireland's Druid Theatre of Galway. As with a 
Brooklyn Academy of Music staging in New York City, the mark 
of Druid is the Good Housekeeping seal ofapproval when it 
comes to innovative Irish theater. 

Druid — through its co-founding artistic director. Garry Hynes 
— has premiia^ three ofMcDonagh’s plays since the Croupe 
started in IdTS.lhe Annenberg run is the first time the Irish 
company has performed in Philadelphia. 

“I made abrieftrip toRiilly in March with Garry to take part 
in a panel discussion on Druid and Cripple ...in a room full of 
Philly’s theater rommunity. All I can say is, wow, what eneigy," 



says Tim Smith, longtime Druid general manager and the man 
most responsible for bringing Galway's experimaital aesthetes 

Druid's principal mission is to make worthy, adventurous 
theaterwhereverithangsits shingle- Whether in the rural 
settingofGelway or other far-flung locations across the globe. 
Smith says, “Our founders believed that audiences should not 
be denied access to professional theater because of their geo- 
graphical location.' 

For Cripple, Druid is teaming up with New York’s Atlantic 
Theater Co. Both troupes have a history of staging McDonagh’s 
work, so it seemed natural to collaborate. But why not stay in 
Manhattan? “The Philadelphia Irish Theatre Festival provided 
the obvious linkfbrus to connect,' Smith says. 

The radically punky, pulp-Bction McDonagh plays that 
Druid has executed — The Beauty Queen cfLeenane,A Skull in 


Connemara, The Lonesome West, The 
Clippie c / Inishmaan — don't take it easy 
on audiences Smith ihapsodizes about 
how Me Donat's work, ^gues-like in its 
horshed-mellow nature, is menacing, yet 
humorous in a bleak, blade fashion, “rthe 
summers he spent in Connemara in the 
west of Ireland mean t that he was both part 
of the community and at the same time an 
outsider.” Smith says. There is a distance to 
McDonsgh’s boldest works, as well as an in- 
your-faceness (and a knife-in-your-kidney 
bloodiness, too ).“There is no obligation to 
be authentic, and [McDonagfa's] inspiration 
for his plays came horn those duldhood 
experiences. But the i^ays be writes con- 
cern modern characters. You’re seeing an 
invention, you’re seeing a story being told, 
but that stoiy is essottially revealing some- 
thing about us as people, and I think that's 
why the reaction to his work is so instant 
— and why it's so universaL'

CAN’T HURRY LOVE 

Slow food, two ways, is the hallmark of the 
intellectual Farm and Rsherman.

A t adusky weeknigbt hour, after earlybirds have dined and 
just before theyVe passed out post-bingo, only one other table 
was taken atHie Farm and Fisherman.

Awkward. Hungry. Chef Joshua Lawler end his 
wife,Col]een, own this place, and more than 20 
minutes passed since Td polished oft my introduc- 
tion to his cookmg. I could still taste the raasteifiiL 
macabre “Bloody Beet Steak-’I wanted more. 

I'm all fora leisure^ repasLbut as the delay 
between ftrst and second courses inched toward 30 minutes, I 
became less suave gent and more mannerless glutton. Blame Lawler, 
a Cotishy native who spent the past four-and-a-halfyeais at the 
Mount Olympus of New Yorit’s local/seasonul restaurants. Blue Hill 
at 5 tone Bams. When food is as intelligent and machete-sharp as his. 
waidngfor the nerft bite feels like Christmas EvedoestoaB-yearMild. 

Take that beet. Served on a cooL white swipe ofhousemade 
yogurt, the roasted and smashed root looked bloody indeed, as red 



and black as a prizefighter's mug. The crispy, singed skin, peelirrg 
back like the petals of a dark Amazon flower. The drops of bal- 
samic, aged and wise, The splatter of intensely savory “pan drip-
